The events of late years in Manitoba 
have brought the aboye word soto Irequent 
use, so that it is becoming engtatted | into, 
Tt is a corruption of the 


uc language. 
Ojibwa word ** Miteek-Koorey,” which 
means “a burnt stick.” It ie a nickdame 
or name of derision and contempt applied 
by the Iodians to the French hajf-breade. 
These Indians tovd to have a curious way 
of eatimating the relative mozits of the dit- 
ferent racva of men, simply by their value 
as catables, They asserted that in tho be- 
ginning the Great Spirit made three differ 
ent eorts of medt—Black meat, Red inegty, 
and White mea’., They tried them all at 
their Canpvibal feasts, and found the black 
meat, Makadaf weyas (the Negro),the beasty 
most juicy. The Red meat (the Indian 
themselyea) next beat; but, the Skané- 
Govvosh (white méat) was rather poor, 
However, in the course of time, 4 fourth 
sort of meat (ite Dalf breeds) came into 
existence, and at a grand “ pow wow)t 
they gave them a fair, trial, but found them 
utterly unfit for use, their meat was po bet~ 
thaaburaot,, ef . sucks,” hence the con- 
tempt in which the aborigines:beld them, 
I heve’koown the Indians for more than 
forty years, have been amongst every tnbe 
from Nova Scotia to the Missouri’ River, 
butT never knew or heard’of them eating 
eitber a wolt ora balf-bread. ‘They cat 
cats, dogs snd I <cupines, ‘and’ I’ have 
known them to ,at thelr owf’ children! 
When provisions Were scarce, but nothing 
could tempt thm to puta tooth into a 
wolf or a Moteck Koosey.... Yet, these are
